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Can't Jail 
Poor for Not 
Paying Fines

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled unani- 
mously today that a man may 
not be imprisoned merely be- 
cause he is too poor to pay a 
fine. 


The decision apparently would 


knock down statutes and affect 
countless prisoners in virtually 
every state, county and city in 
the nation where local law pro- 
vides that indigents "work out" 
unpaid fines in jail. 


The court acted in the case of 


Preston A. Tate of Houston, 
Tex., who was unable to pay 
$425 worth of traffic fines and 
was taken to the Houston prison 
farm to work it out at $5 per 
day. 


Last June the high court over- 


turned an Illinois law which 
would permit a person to be im- 
prisoned longer for an unpaid 
fine than he would have been 
under the maximum jail term 
for the same offense.

$300 Million 
Road Bonds 
Vote Approved

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


bill that would call a special 
election May 18 on a $300 mil- 
lion highway construction bond 
issue won easy approval Mon- 
day* in the Arkansas House, 
which had refused a year ago 
to endorse similar legislation. 


The House passed the bill 88-0 


with no debate and sent it on 
to the Senate for consideration. 


Rep. Preston C. Bynum of Si- 


loam Springs, who had offered 
the bill to the House, said the 
bond proposal would accelerate 
the state's highway building 
program by 10 to 15 years. 


The bonds would be retired 


over a 30-year period with gas- 
oline tax revenues. The bill 
does not include an increase in 
the gasoline tax to support the 
bonds. 


Under the proposal, the state 


would receive 70 per cent of the 
bond proceeds and the cities 
and counties would each re- 
ceive 15 per cent, or $45 mil- 
lion.

Court Takes Up Issue 
of Separating State 
From Church Schools

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court confronted an 
invisible but formidable wall to- 
day, the one separating church 
from state. 


Beginning with a case from 


Connecticut, the justices set ar- 


Last May, in a 7-1 decision, 


the court approved tax exemp- 
tions for church property used 
for worship. Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger said the exemp- 
tion is a form of ."benevolent 
neutrality" by government to- 
ward religion and does not vio- 
late the command against "es- 


guments on whether the wall' tablishment of religion'. 
should stand in the way of pub- 
lic aid to church schools, now in 
excess of $100 million a year. 


The First Amendment, rati- 


fied in 1791, directs: "Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free 
exercise 


thereof." 


This put up the wall between 


church and state. But it didn't 
settle the struggle between 
those who would strictly sepa- 
rate the two worlds and those 
who would have the public aid 
religious institutions, at least in- 
directly. 


At the Supreme Court the re- 


cent trend has been to view the 
amendment primarily as a com- 
mand that the government be 
neutral toward religion.

2343,000 workers.

of Nation's Capitol

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


bris littered the historic halls of 
America's legislative shrine as 
senators called the Capitol's top 
guard to an inquiry today into 
the bombing they said was a 
symbolic attack on the nation. 


Investigators worked to clear 


shattered rooms beneath an un- 
damaged Senate chamber while 
senators arranged to hear Capi- 
tol Police Chief James M. Pow- 
ell's formal report on the explo- 
sion that shook their sense of se- 
curity early 
Monday. There 


were no injuries. 


Authorities screening rubble 


for clues declined to reveal 
whether they found anything to 
point toward suspects in the 
blast that came at 1:32 a.m., a 
half-hour after a male caller 
told a Capitol switchboard oper- 
ator: 


"This building will blow up in 


30 minutes. You will get many 
calls like this but this one is 
real. Evacuate the building. 
This is in protest of the Nixon 
involvement in Laos." 


President Nixon, speaking lat- 


er in Des Moines, Iowa, said 
"what the violent people want 
(is) to frighten public officials 
and the American people into 
the place where we will not 
have the open buildings, the 
open society that we do have." 


"They would like to keep the 


President in Washington rather 
than come out in the country," 
he added. "Well, it won't work." 


While Nixon was urging up- 


graded security measures, Capi- 
tol police clamped down on the 
flow of people into the Senate 
wing where, according to the 
Capitol architect's office, dam- 
age was figured at more than 
$300,000. 


The blast shattered windows 


in the aged West Front but ap- 
parently caused no serious new 
cracks in the crumbling, last re- 
maining visible piece of the 
original Capitol structure.

U.S. Asserts 
Hanoi on the 
Defensive

SAIGON (AP) — The official 


U.S. assessment of the Ameri- 
can-backed South Vietnamese 
drives into Laos and Cambodia 
is that they have put Hanoi on 
the defensive, disrupted North 
Vietnamese plans for dry-sea- 
son offensives and paved the 
way for withdrawal of more 
American forces. 


Official U.S. military sources 


gave this assessment today as 
the U.S. Command announced 
another heavy bombing raid on 
North Vietnamese antiaircraft 
batteries, the South Vietnamese 
government announced aban- 
donment of another base its 
forces in Laos had established 
along the Ho Chi Minn trail, and 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 


launched fresh attacks in both 
Laos and Cambodia. 


Assessing the results so far of 


the operations across the bor- 
der, one official U.S. military 
source said: 


"By the South Vietnamese 


seizing the initiative in the two 
operations, they have disrupted 
enemy logistics during the cur- 
rent dry season and thus pre- 
empted plans made during the 
winter for offensives in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


"North Vietnam has been 


placed on the defensive and has 
diverted 
large 
numbers of 


troops in defense of its supply 
lines as opposed to offensives. 


"A continuing disruption of 


the enemy's supply lines wj?uld 
affect his future capabilities (to 
conduct offensive operations in 
both Cambodia and Vietnam 
and at the same time enhance 
the Vietnamization process, pro- 
vi'de additional tune for tte ,de- 
velopment of Cambodian forces 
and permit continued withdraw- 
als of U.S. forces." 


In contrast to the optimistic 


official assessment, other U.S. 
sources said the operation in 
Laos was ill conceived and poor- 
ly planned. 


One source said the South 


Vietnamese army had not im- 
jroved as much as some Ame^i- 
can generals are saying and had 
"bugged out" of some bases, 
leaving 
large 
numbers 
of 


wounded to fend for themselves. 


While the official American 


sources said the drive had cut 
enemy truck traffic in the pan- 
handle of Laos by 50 per cent in 
the past 
four 
days, 
other 


sources said it appeared that 
traffic had "picked up a little" 
to the west of the routes cut by 
the South Vietnamese ground 
troops. 


"Traffic always slows down 


about this time prior to the 
rainy season in May," said one 
source. "It takes the supplies a 
long time to move, so they don't 
want to get too much in at the 
top of the trail. Traffic has been 
slowed a little due to the South 
Vietnamese offensive, 
but I 


don't think they're ever going to 
cut the trail. You'd have to put 
a fence up all the way across 
Laos." 


On the battlefields today, a 


major fight was reported at 
Landing Zone Brown, 12 miles 
inside Laos and six miles north 
of Highway 9.

Nixon Wins 
One Round, 
Loses One

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon won one round in his 
fight for revenue sharing but 
may have lost in other areas in 
his first major post-election ap- 
pearance outside Washington. 


Nixon, wife Pat and four Cabi- 


net members journeyed to Iowa 
Monday for a five-hour visit 
aimed at promoting revenue 
sharing and welfare reform, 
major 
administration 
objec- 


tives. 


The President's big gain came 


when Democratic Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes of Missouri an- 
nounced, after he and three oth- 
er governors met with Nixon for 
two hours in Des Moines, that he 
was a convert to the chief exec- 
utive's revenue-sharing plan. 


Hearnes' shift from earlier 


skepticism was no small victory 
for the administration. The Mis- 
sourian is chairman of the Na- 
tional Governor's Conference. 


Nixon may have lost points, 


however, in the imprecise area 
of judging the turnout a presi- 
dent can command 
on the 


streets of a major city. 


Arriving at the Iowa capitol 


building shortly before the lunch 
hour, Nixon's bodyguards de- 
toured him at relatively high 
speed from the front of the hill- 
top structure, where hundreds 
—perhaps thousands— of dissi- 
dents had gathered. 


The notable aspect of the 


anti-Nixon demonstration was 
that it encompassed not only ob- 
scenity-chanting youths opposed 
to the Vietnam war, but: 


—The AFL-CIO and particu- 


larly, its "hardhat" construc- 
tion workers, the men Nixon 
embraced as allies in the 1970 
off-year campaign who now re- 
bel at his efforts to fight infla-

Their 
votes, 
if favorable, 


would have given the bill the 27 
votes needed for passage. An- 
other senator, Carl Sorrels of 
Atkins, sat at his desk during 
the roll call but did not cast a 
vote. 


The 
administration, 
mean- 


while, passed up any attempt to 
get the House to vote Monday 
on the bill to raise most state 
income tax rates. 


Pat Moran, a Bumpers legis- 


lative aide, said three or four 
representatives who support the 
bill were absent. "We need 
every 'yes' vote we can get," 
Moran said, explaining the de- 
lay. 


The income tax bill was ap- 


proved earlier by the Senate. 
Like the cigarette tax increase 
bill, support of three-fourths of 
the House and Senate members 
is needed for passage. 


In the Senate, Caldwell told 


newsmen he missed the cig- 
arette tax bill roll call because 
of a telephone call. "I told Ben 
I had to take the call and 
would be out for a minute," 
Caldwell said. 


Walmsley was away at a fu- 


neral. 


Sorrels conferred after the 


vote with Martin Borchert, a 
legislative aide to Bumpers, but 
said later he had not made up 
his mind how he would vote on 
the bill. "I'm thinking about 
it," he said. 


The Senate kept the bill alive 


by expunging, that is erasing, 
the vote by which the bill had 
tailed to pass.

on Highways 
Through Parks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled unani- 
mously today 
that 
federally 


funded 
highways 
may 
cut 


through public parks only in 
some situations. 


The decision was the first 


interpretation after legislation, 
blocked construction of a six- 
lane interstate highway through 
a park in Memphis, Tenn., and 
directed a federal district court 
to "engage in a substantial 
inquiry" of the government's 
authorization of the project. 


Speaking of Congress' intent 


in passing laws to protect the 
environment, Justice Thurgood 
Marshall wrote: "The few green 
havens that are public parks 
were not to be lost unless there 
were 
truly 
unusual 
factors 


present in a particular case or 
the cost or community disrup- 
tion resulting from alternative 
routes reached 
extraordinary 


magnitudes." 


"If the statues are to have 


any meaning, the secretary can- 
not approve the destruction of 
parkland unless he finds that al- 
ternative routes present unique 
problems. 


The decision was a stunning 


setback to the Transportation 
Department, 
which 
had 
ap- 


proved running Interstate 40 
through Overton Park in the 
middle of Memphis and to the 
solicitor general's office, which 
defended the Transportation De- 
partment's interpretation of fed- 
eral law.

liam J. Casey, President Nix- 
on's beleaguered nominee to 
head the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, acknowl- 
edges the SEC has made inqui- 
ries into fees paid to his law 
firm by a New York racetrack 
of which he is a director. 


Casey said the only question 


was a technical one on how the 
fees were listed in a proxy 
statement by Roosevelt Race- 
way Inc. 


Casey was interviewed on the 


eve of a Senate Banking Com- 
mittee decision on whether to 
reopen hearings into his confir- 
mation. He declined to specu- 
late on what the committee 
might do, but Senate sources 
predicted the panel would recall 
the Manhatten lawyer to explain 
a series of questions raised 
since his nomination Feb. 2 to 
succeed Hamer Budge, who re- 
signed as SEC chairman. 


The questions center on court 


actions involving Casey's busi- 
ness activities, including: 


—A civil suit filed in New 


York federal court in 1962 alleg- 
ing Casey violated the Securi- 
ties Act by helping to sell unre- 
gistered stock in a small compa- 
ny of which he was a principal 
owner. 
Casey 
denied 
the 


charges but eventually settled 
out of court for $8,000 what he 
described as a "nuisance suit." 


—A suit brought in New Or- 


leans federal court by dissident 
stockholders of Kalvar Corp., of 
which Casey was once a direc- 
tor. The dissidents alleged a 
merger with a Burlingame, Cal- 
if., firm was hurriedly consum- 
mated in Louisiana after they 
tried to block it in California. 
Casey said there was no effort 
to evade California law.

ball's most expensive players. 


The 39-year-old centerfielder, 


who had been holding out for a 
10-year, $750,000 contract, set- 
tled Monday for a two-year pact 
worth more than $300,000 to 
head a group of three high- 
priced players to sign. 


Frank Howard, the American 


League's home run and runs- 
batted-in champion last year, 
got an estimated $20,000 raise 
from the Washington Senators 
as he inked a one-year, $140,000 
pact. 


And Johnny Bench of Cincin- 


nati, who had been seeking 
$500,000 over three years, signed 
a one-year contract valued at 
$80,000-$90,000. He had agreed to 
terms Sunday. 


Also signing Monday were 


Ted Savage of the Milwaukee 
Brewers and Graig Nettles of 
the Cleveland Indians—but that 
still left plenty of holdouts. And 
one of them, Cleveland's Vada 
Pinson, said he might seek legal 
aid to get a raise. 


The Giants, who paid their 


39-year-old star an estimated 
$135,000 a year ago, didn't an- 
nounce the terms of the new 
contract but it was believed to 
be worth $155,000 or $160,000 a 
year. The 20-year veteran bat- 
ted .291 with 28 homers and 83 
RBI in 1970. 


Horace Stoneham, president 


of the Giants, said the board of

"We have always kept Willie's

ship contest. The New York 
Athletic 
Commission, not a 


member of the WBA, also is rec- 
ognizing the bout in the 4,500 
seat Catholic Youth Center. 


The WBA now lists Vincente 


Rondon of Venezuela as the 175- 
pound champ by virtue of a 
sixth round knockout last Satur- 
day night over Jummy Dupree 
of Jersey City, N.J. Rondon was 
the No. 2 and Dupree the No. 3 
challengers for Foster's crown 
before the WBA action. 


Foster, who will receive 40 per 


cent of an expected $40,000 gross 
for the Carroll fight, laughs at 
the WBA. "They can't take noth- 
ing away from me," he says. 
"I'm still champ until beaten 
in the ring." 


The 28-year-old Foster is mak- 


ing the fifth defense of the title 
he won in 1968 from Dick Tiger. 
He has successfully turned back 
bids by Frank DePaula, Andy 
Kendall, Mark Tessman 
and 


Roger Rouse. Overall, the 6-foot 
-3 Foster is 41-5, only once los- 
ing to a light heavyweight. He 
last fought Nov. 18, 1970, losing 
by a knockout to heavyweight 
champion Joe Frazier in a bid 
for the big crown.

a heart when he got in with 
it. There was also a sure 
way to get his partner to 
lead that heart. 


E a s t dropped his 10 of 


clubs at t r i c k one. He 


couldn't be asking for an- 
other club lead. West could 
see every club in dummy.

Dear Dr. Lamb: — I would 


appreciate an answer to my 
problem. A year ago I read 
somewhere t h a t drinking 
colas in excess as a youth 
might make one sterile in 
adulthood. 


I have a family of three 


children, 
ranging 
in 
age 


from 18, 12 and 9. They were 
content drinking an 8-ounce 
bottle of cola a year ago. Now 
I find them drinking a 16- 
ounce bottle every day as 
though it was water. They 
laugh at me when I tell them 
that it may affect their re- 
production system in later 
life.I'm sure that if I can show 
them in print that I am cor- 
rect in stating this, I would 
stand a better chance of lay- 
ing down the law. Too, I 
don't get my wife's support 
because she says it's like 
drinking water. I say it's not 
and I'm writing you to settle 
this problem. 


Dear Reader — I think you 


must have read about the 
use of cyclamates in soft 
drinks. Cyclamates injected 
in rats affected the chromo- 
somes, causing some con- 
cern that in large amounts 
might cause birth defects. 
No such effect has ever been 
observed in man. 


You are really a lucky 


parent to need worry only 
about your children drinking 
too much cola these days. 
You and your wife must have 
done a wonderful job of rear- 
ing them and your concern 
for your children's habits is 
probably one reason 
you 


don't have some of the prob- 
lems other parents do these 
days. 


It is true that cola drinks 


are "soft drugs" just like 
coffee. They contain a stimu- 
lant and when used in excess 
can cause nervousness or 
even trouble with the diges- 
tive system. In a sense colas 
and coffee are mild liquid 
"go pills." They have the 


opposite effect from tranquil- 
izers. 


There is no evidence, how- 


ever, that cola drinks affect 
the reproductive system. In 
fact, 
the cola 
generation 


seems to have been about as 
active or more so than the 
previous generation. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 


woman 42 years old. During 
an examination I was ad- 
vised that my heart beat did 
not rise above 60. That, of 
course, 
is during 
normal 


activities. Is this unusual or 
serious? 


Dear Reader — A s l o w 


heart rate may be normal 
and mean good physical con- 
dition. Rodger 
Bannister's 


heart rate at rest when he 
was in condition to break the 
4-minute mile was less than 
40. 


There are some disorders 


of the heart that cause a 
slow heart rate but a heart 
tracing is necessary to iden- 
tify them. Normal slow heart 
rates are often 
associated 


with longer life than fast 
resting heart rates.

(AP)—Controversy threatens to 
flare today when the words 
amphetamine and barbiturate 
are added to the language of 
baseball for major league per- 
sonnel sitting down to begin the 
first organized drug education 
program in team sports history.

O'Connor of the Johns Hopkins 
University Drug Abuse Center, 
the program is spiced with the 
prospect of considerable resent- 
ment from some of those or- 
dered to attend. 


"Sure 
there's 
resentment," 


said one club official. "A lot of 
people feel too much has been 
made of it—that a problem is 
being created where none ex- 
ists." 


One of those expressing irrita- 


tion is Elston Howard, former 
catcher for the New York Yan- 
kees, now a coach with the club. 


"This whole thing started with 


Bouton and Meggyesy," Howard 
contended, citing books written 
by former Yankee pitcher Jim 
Bouton and former St. Louis 
Cardinal 
football 
linebacker 


Dave Meggyesy that contained 
disputed statements about drug 
uses in their respective sports. 


"I'm 
going with an open 


mind," Howard continued, "but 
I'm going to be free to ask any 
question I want and to say what 
I please. I never had any desire 
to use drugs. I never took any- 
thing besides vitamins and salt 
tablets. 


"I hear people doing a lot of 


talk about things like 'greenies' 
but I have no knowledge of any- 
one using 'greenies'." 


Howard however, acknowl- 


edged that he had heard about 
the statement made by pitcher 
Chuck Dobson of the Oakland 
Athleteics, who said recently he 
had taken 'greenies.' 


And Howard, like everyone 


else, is fully aware of Kuhn's 
statement that "there has been 
in baseball a reasonably limited 
use of pills in the amphetamine 
and barbiturate group." 


But what baseball people like 


Howard and Mike Burke, presi- 
dent of the Yankees, are con- 
cerned about is the impression 
being created that the sport has 
a major problem, which might 
be reflected in a battle over the 
direction the program takes. 


"The way it sounded when it 


was announced was that base- 
ball had a big drug problem and 
was 
clamping 
down," 
said 


Burke. "I've never seen it on 
our club. It just doesn't exist 
here." 


But Burke is fully behind the 


program, assuming it takes the 
proper direction. 


"We have to be wary," said 


Burke, "not necessarily about 
major league players, but about 
alot of kids in Vietnam and the 
colleges who might want to be 
players and have been exposed 
to an easy familiarity with 
drugs. 


"I think they have to know 


that even soft drugs can handi- 
cap or destroy a career before it 
starts. In sports, where skills 
are so infinitely refined, any ar- 
tificial stimulant throws refine- 
ment out of kilter."

Kuhn also will be held in Tampa 
Wednesday and Phoenix, Ariz., 
March 18 for managers, coach- 
es, general managers, farm di- 
rectors, trainers, umpire super- 
visors and traveling secretaries.

Senate Asked 
to Take 26 
States Off Hookf 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate is being asked to take 26 
states off a legal hook attached 
to a string of federal loans 
made to them 135 years ago 
during the government's first 
fling at revenue sharing. 


If the federal government felt 


like yanking in those loans with 
interest to boot, it could cost 
these states a bundle to pay the 
debt stemming from the $37.5 
million they shared in the 1836 
Surplus Revenue Act. 


"There is no likelihood that 


this debt will ever be recalled," 
says Sen. J. Caleb Boggs, R- 
Del., "but the central problem 
is that the states are forced to 
carry it as a debt in their ac- 
count books."

Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., 


who supports Boggs' legislation 
that would substitute a "grant" 
that Congress could not recall 
for "loan" in the Andrew-Jack- 
son-era law.
